Tassoni

Alleged discrimination on 
the part of full-time, tenured 
faculty and administration oi- 
ficials toward part-time faculty 
members has failed to stop 
CSUS instructor John Tassoni 
trom getting back into college 
teaching 

Tassoni, a part-time faculty 
member of the English 
Department, recently earned 
reinstatement as a CSUS 
instructor for the spring 1976 
semester on probation after 
he was not rehired last year 
under questionable = cir- 
cumstances 

A CSUS policy toward part- 
time faculty and new state 
legislation reportedly helped 
Tassoni get his job back 

“The new law (Education 
Code 29315) took effect on Jan. 
1.” said Tassomi, who was still 
happy about his limited 
reinstatement. “Assembly ma- 
jority leader Howard Bermen 
introduced the legislation (SB 
804) last year. The bill was to 
aid part-time faculty members 
from being fired in- 
discriminately by granting them 
a grievance hearing first.” 


Tassoni added that a part- 
time faculty protection measure 
at CSUS passed into the 
CSUS lawbooks in 1972 —- aiso 
aided in his being rehired. 

The instructor, who has been 
teaching for 16 years, has had 
five years of college teaching ex- 
perience at CSUS. But things 
took a turn for the worse when 
he was told he would not be 
rehired in the spring of 1974. 

“The English Department 
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MECHA charges the 
Hornet with abuse 


MECHA, in a letter addressed 
to the Hornet charged the 
newspaper with insensitive abuse 
of the press and threatened a 
boycott of newstands and the 
Hornet offices last Friday. 

Yesterday, Hornet editors met 
with Manue! Pickett and other 
representives of the Chicano 
organization. MECHA has called 
tor the cessation of the Carlo Rossi 
wine advertisement in the paper 

They also threatened boycott ot 
Hornet newstands. the Hornet ot- 
fice and a petition against the 
editor 

Pickett cited that by advertising 
Rossi wines, a subsidiary of Galic 
the newspaper was making tts 
political bias known 

“| don't think you (editors) are 
aware of the impact this action bv 
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the newspaper has had on the 
student population at CSUS.” 
Pickett said 

He stated that the ethnic groups 
on campus may have to take up 
alternative action against the paper 
if the ads continue 

Editors cited that  adver- 
tisements have no editorial value 
and thus cannot reflect the position 
ol the newspaper 

“But, the ad is included in ths 
whole paper.” Pickett said. “When 
someone picks up the Hornet they 
see the advertisement and do not 
separate the editorial space from 


the advertisements.” 


The paper also agreed that 
coverage of ethnic activities on this 
campus is lacking and would try to 
correct the situation

violated CSUS policy when it 
fired me.” said Tassoni 
“Department = officials, = in- 
cluding Chairman Vernon I 
Homback, told me I was fired 
because of my ‘disinchination to 
teach English composition’ and 
basic fundamentals. My classes 
are more open, more liberal, 
and more geared to each 
student individually They 
(English Department officials) 
did not like my _ teaching 
methods and textbooks that | 
used,” said Tassoni 

But Hornback said Monday 
that Tassoni was not really 
“fired.” He was simply not 
offered any more units as a part- 
time instructor in the fall of 
1975 because part-time faculty 
members are only hired on a 
“semester-by-semester™ basis. 

“The School of Arts and 
Sciences did pass a resolution in 
1972 that protected part-time 
faculty members,” Hornback 
said, “but it counted on the per- 
son’s ability to teach the correct 
course.” 

Hornback said that Tassoni 
was not teaching the course he 
was supposed to — expository 
English and that his 
deviation from department 
norms was a big factor in his not 
being rehired. 

Tassoni then appealed his 
firing to the School of Arts and 
Sciences, but Hornback said 
that his department (English) 
failed to notify Tassoni in time. 
The department then offered 
Yassoni six units for the fall of 
1975, but he refused to teach 
them. 

“He (Tassoni) said he 
wanted to teach on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays.” Hornback 
said, “but he was offered Mon- 








day-Wednesday-Friday units at 
our discretion. Part-time 
faculty members must take 
what they can get, and he 
refused.” said Hornback 

Tassoni added that the 
department has __ historically 
been very conservative with 
regard to curnculum 

Filing suit against the CSUS 
administration and the English 
Department, Tassoni decided 
to fight his “firing” — since it 
did not arrive with bad teaching 
evaluations. All of Tassoni’s 
students gave the CSUS 
instructor high evaluations, but 
department evaluations were 
vague. An “ambiguous” faculty 
evaluation “blackballed” Tas- 
soni 

Other questionable practices 


Several CSUS faculty, state of- 
ficials, and United Professors of 
California (UPC) officials have 
formed a state-wide organization 
to force reversal of the con- 
troversial “Ritchie amendment.” 


Responsible Employees to Save 
California University Education 
(RESCUE) will coordinate actions 
to fight a proposal passed at the 
Jan. 29 meeting of the California 
State University and Colleges

staff and substitute “merit” 
instead.

“The Enghsh Department 
has a ‘priority list,” ” Tassom 
said. “All evaluations by both 
teachers and students are 
theoretically included in getting 
on this list. The closer a faculty 
member is to the top of the list, 
the better chance he or she has 
for advancement.” 

Tassoni was reportedly fired 
for being eleventh on this ques- 
tionable list when there were 
only ten job openings following 
the spring of 1974 

When Tassoni sued CSUS, 
he could not sue for back pay 
because it was hopeless to do so. 
All he wanted was simple

Among retaliatory measures

Seeking other employment 
as a college teacher, Tassoni 
was turned down numerous 
times because he could not geta 
decent recommendation from 
the English department. He did 
get a “limited” and vague 
recommendation from 
Hornback, but other 
institutions still stayed away 
from him like poison 

Only after the Sacramento 
attorney general's office “mus- 
cled” the English Department 
did Tassoni receive his 
reinstatement-but not a full 
one. Should he be dismissed 
again, finding a teaching job

But this university is not sup- 
posed to be a production line 
Somehow, in the midst of all these 
buildings and people, learning is 
happening The transfer of 
knowledge, skill and technique oc- 
curs. Forgetting about merit for a 
moment, what about trying to 
measure for qualified knowledge. 

What is it, how do you know if

These questions have no answer 
beyond subjective approximations 
of individual reality.

They have 
brought suit asking that free-mail- 
ing privileges be ruled un- 
constitutional in a federal court 
They charge that the franking 
privilege allows senators and

ALRB operating 
funds exhausted

Due to the unprecedented 
demands placed on_ the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board (AL RB), its initial operating 
funds and emergency funds 
released by Governor Brown have 
been exhausted 

Efforts to obtain continued fun- 
ding until the new fiscal year begins 
have been hamstrung in the Assem- 
bly by the calculated actions of the 
growers and their representatives 

What is their rallying cry? “The 
ALRB is biased!” “The ALRB is 
untair to growers!” So, we hear the 
call for “compromise” in the name 
of fairness 

Is the ALRB biased in favor of 
farmworkers in general, and the 
United Farmworkers (UFW) 
union in particular? 

What the growers in fact are 
reacting against is the continuous 
exposure of their flagrant unfair 
labor practices aimed at UFW 
organizers 

Furthermore, they are stinging 
from the record of farmworkers 
voting overwhelmingly for union 
representation (82 percent), and 
strongly in favor of the UFW (66 
percent) as opposed to the growers 
choice, the Teamsters (34 percent) 

The trend is obvious, the board 
1s Not “biased”, the workers want to 
organize! 

If the ALRB is not “biased” 
what is the basis for such a charge? 
What are the growers up to? 

What we see occurring is a mic- 
rocosm of industrial labor organi?- 
ing during the 1930's and 40's. In 
1935 the Wagner Act permitted 
effective organizing to take place 
Between {935 and 1947 union 
membership soared 4090 percent 
from three million to fifteen 
million 

Shaken by such success, big 
business and Congress gutted that 
act with the Taft-Hartley Law of 
1947. From that point on organiz- 
ing was greatly inhibited, and in 
fact, union membership declined

This 
would disenfranchise migrant 
workers who make up 70-85 
percent of the peak harvest work 
torce 
By the time enough workers are 
contacted, signatures obtained, 
and the signed cards fiied with the 
ALRB the harvest is often nearly 
complete. The timing of the elec- 
tion is critical, as the growers well 
know, and three weeks would 
make a mockery of the election 


process 
@ recognize labor contractors 
as “employers”. The contract 


system of labor control is and 
always has been despotic, an- 
tidemocratic, racist, and un- 
concerned with injured or aging 
farmworkers. Labor contractors 
want only young, healthy people 
who are obedient and unorganized 

the contractor works for the 
grower 


The other “compromises” 
sought all point to the same frantic 
effort — stop the effective organiz- 
ing of the UFW by gutting the 
mandate of the ALRB 

Don't let this happen! 

Support the UFW inits boycott 
activities. Join us on the picket line 
Sign the initiative petition 
Farmworkers finally have the legal 
right to organize, help them keep 
that right!

Californians do have an aiter- 
native source to technical public 
records when seeking current in- 
formation on state government 
and politics.

Located in downtown Sac- 
ramento, the California Journal ts 
“the one single place where a per- 
son could find out on a regular 
basis what is going on in state 
government,” according to 
publisher-president Thomas R 
Hoeber 

The non-profit monthly 
magazine is a compilation of free- 
lance articles which objectively 
analyze and interpret the Califor- 
nia political scene 

During the embryonic stages of 
the journal, Hoeber and other 
founders wanted a_ periodical 
resembling the Congressionai 
Quarterly. Hoeber expressed dis- 
content with daily press reporting 
which does not stand back, study 
issues and determine where they 
are going

will be very difficult because of
